PiTTSBDRG, Dec. 7—In some re- 


spects the coke market is quieter than 
it was a week ago. notwithstanding 
certain evidences ta-' the region of 
slightly better demand and u firming 
tendency in prices. 
There is still 


considerable apathy on the part ot 
.buyers, both furnacemen and toundry- 
men. 
The smelter demand is ex- 


tremely light, and the dealers in do- 
mestic coke and heating coke gener- 
ally, who should be active at this time 
of. year, are decidedly apathetic, or 
-what they call conservative. 


There is nothing particularly the 


matter with the iron and steel trade, 
so far as a survey of the situation can 
determine, eicept that it Is experienc- 
ing the year-end dullness that is in- 
variably more or less in evidence 'at 
this' time. 
It is common talk that 


business men are waiting on freight 
r»te revision,'hut that kind of talk is 
wearing out. No one' can say that 
freight rate revision Is in nearer 
prospect today than it was six months, 
ago,,and yet there was a very decided 
and.important revival in the iron, and 
steel trade In progress from about 
the middle of July to some time in 
October. 


The coke consumers who are BO 


uninterested in coke are merely re- 
flecting the attitude of their own cus- 
tomers. The foundries 'are evidently 
doing less business than formerly. As 
to the blast furnaces, 
the current 


make is not all being shipped, and 
most of the shipmentsJtJiat are being 
made are against old-orders, current 
buying being axtremely light. While 
there Is no evidence that furnaces 
have been banking, it is no secret that 
'the ' average furnace 
is not being 


pushed .{or tonnage. Practically no 
idle furnaces are scheduled for early 
resumption, while If the present dull 
pig iron market continues for any 
length of time it is quite possible that 
a few furnaces will go out. 


The scot furnace coke market is 


: quotable .iround J3.15 to'J3.2S. There 


are no regular offerings of standard 
furnace coke yet to be produced at 
less than the maiimum figure, but 
there are occasional offerings of one 
sort or another already drawn at less. 
If a fair sized inquiry should appear, 
say for 30 or 30 carloads, there might 
be some over-anxious seller willing to 
take the order at even less'tfcan $3.00. 
But really standard coke soli in fair 
quantity this week at $3.25, the seller 
having opportunity to dispose of more 
at the same figure. Offers at less have 
heem turned down in some quarters, 
but one sa;e for shipment over De- 
cember was made at $3.15.

WASHINGTON' Dec. 7 An inven- 


tory of coal stocks as of November 1. 
taken jointly by the Department of 
Commerce and the Geological Survey 
shows that there was at that date a to- 
tal of about 47,400,000 tons o£ coal. In 
the hands of consumers, or approxi- 
mately 43 days' supply. 
Thin com- 


pares with stocks as high as 63,000,000 
tons in the past. The estimated aver- 
age number of days' supplies in vari- 
ous consumers hands are as follows: 


Railways, 29; steel plants and coke 


industry, 12; other industries, 67; gas 
works, 87; electric public utility, 54; 
coal dealers, 47 days. 


It must ba borne in mind that these 


are averages and th?it many individ- 
ual industries and dealers are rar be- 
low tbe a.verapp. 


The total quantity of soft . roa! in 


conunerciFiI storage °'i November 1, is 
estimated at. from 44.000.000 to 50, -100- 
000 net tons, probably about 47,400.- 
000 tons. This does not include coal 
in tbe cellars of domestic cousuraers, 
concerning which statistics are not 
available, nor steamship fuel, nor coal 
on the docks at tho head of Ih,, lakes, 
which Is classed as coal in transit. 


Consumers' stocks of bituminous 


coal on November 1 were approxi- 
mately 16,000,000 tons, or 25 per cent, 
below the maximum of 63,000,000 tons 
reached d'Jiing the wa.r. 


Because °f the business depression 


the stocks on hand appear larger than 
they are. At the present low rate of 
consumption if evenly divid«d among 
all users, the stocks would last about 
43 days. 
With business active, the 


stocks would last 35 days, if evenly 
divided. 


But tho stocks are never evenly di- 


vided. In every community there are 
ransamers «-b« store virtually no coal. 
Therefore, aa experience has shown, 
symptoms of a shortage develop ia a 
very few days, if the delivery of coa 


The present stocks are about the. 


same as thosc on January 1, 1!121. 
During tho past spring and summer 
stocks declined to 3!),000,000 tons. 
They increased rapidly iu October be- 
cauea consumers feared a possible 
railroad strike. 
Now that the rail 


strike has been averted, coal produc- 
tion has fallen sharply .to a point be- 
low consumption, and today coa.! is 
being withdrawn from storage.

By Repeal War Tax 


It is estimated that tbe elimination 


of the war tax on 
transportation, 


which is one of the provisions of the 
new tax bill recently signed by Pres- 
ident Harding, will save the traveling 
public of America $80,000,000 and pro- 
portionately as much on freight in 
1922. 
| 


The war tax, which has been in ef- 


fect since early in 1918, has netted 
the government approximately $350- 
000,000 annually. Its repeal, effective 
January 1, means a reduction of eight 
per cent iu passenger rates and three 
per cent in freight rates for railroad 
patrons. 


The saving of $80,000,000 in passen- 


ger fares for 1^2 is computed on the 
basis of passenger revenues totaling 
approximately $1,000,000,000 for all 
the railways. 


The 
Pennsylvania Railroad com- 


pany's passengers, it is estimated, will 
save 314.0CO.OOO annually, and ship- i 
pers will save $12,000,000.

by the United States Bureau of Mines 
from the various state mice inspec- 
tors. This represents -a decrease of 
27 fatalities,; or about 14 per cent, 
from the caal. mine fatality record 
for October, 1920, in walch 
-month 


Iv4 men w^re killed. Based upon an 
estimated iutput of 51,321,000 short 
tins in October, 192J1, the fatality rate 
is 3.25 per million tons prodiiced. Tho 
corresponding rate' for October 1920 
was 3.22 and the production of coal 
was 60,200,000 tons. The production 
of-coal during October, 1921, repre- 
sents a decrease of 15 per cent. 


The average number of lives

during October of each yea. 
from 


1913 to 1920 has been 246. The pro- 
duction of coal has averaged 56,186,- 
000 tons, showing a fatality

4.38. per million tons as representa- 
tive of the month of October lor the 
past_eigbt years.

October of the present year, 131 oc- 
curred at bituminous mines through- 
out the country and 36 at the anthra- 
cite mines in. Pennsylvania. Pennsyl- 
vania bituminous mines had 30 fatal 
accidents, aa increase of one over Oc- 
tober a year ago; West Virginia 30, a 
reduction of 3? Illinois 17, a reduc- 
tion of 12; Oblo 12, no change; Ken- 
tucky 11, a decroase of 3; Indiana 5, 
a reduction of 7, and Alabama 3, a 
reduction, of 2.

The new rules will affect approxi- 


mately 400,000 employes and become 
effective immediately. 


Provision for the representation of 


minorities who may have grievances

Under the national agreement, 
negotiation for employes was placed 
almost -wholly in the hands of labor 
organizations, with tho result 
that 


tSo railroads and many 
industrial 


and civic institutions declared that 
the agreement forced a closed union 
shop on the roads.

"The principle of the open 
shop 


established by tho

will in fact be more theoretical than 
practical at the present time, since 
a large majority of the railroad shops 
are unionized and the existing unions 
are recognized by the board and by 
the transportation act as representa- 
tive of the majority."

time the miners are employed. It is 
put of the business of the officials to 
instruct and also to see that their in- 
unctions are carried out in the 
strictest manner possible.

Train- 
ing and education are necessary for 
iaf*ty and officieBcy.

too great. A miner thoitld possess 
knowledg* that -will enable Mm to 
work i» comparative safety when left 
to Ms own resources.

All new workmen should first re- 


ceive instructions ifrom the 
official 


who employ* him or through an in- 
terpreter. 
Afterwards he should be 


placed in tlie hands of a competent 
man who can talk to him ia the lan- 
gul.ge iwhich 
he understands 
best 


This is foi The purpose 
of showing 


the man to his working place and 
warning him of the dangers 
to and 


from his working place wbich are ap- 
parent only to experienced workmen. 
Such, instructions to the n»w man 
create intere.it and make him an effi- 
cient •worionun. 


The miner's attention should 
be 


called to all danger signs, notices and 
warnings, 
guarded and 
unguarded 


trolley wires, crossing signs showing 
the proper travelling ways botb in 
and out o! the mine; also the proper 
way to get in and out of the man- 
trip and the dangers likely to be en- 
countered should he attempt to leave 
tho trip before it sttons. 'Wlen he 
reaches the working face he should 
be instructed in the safe and proper 
methods of working. ,He should re- 
ceive practical instructions in testing 
the roof and how and when 
to set 


timbers 
to 
protect 
himself. 
He 


should be taught the, necessity .of 
blocking cars to prevent them from 
running pjway and injuring himself 
or others. 


In ortfer" to maintain Interest I 


would suggest thai a bonus or suit- 
able prize be given-at the end of each 
half year to each miner who has not 
in that period received an injury en- 
tailing loss of time, as every accident, 
serious or trivial, causes lost time 
and demoralizes and disorganizes tbe 
working (force which affects the out- 
put' and the profits. 


Finally, maintaining safety int&reat 


reduces accidents, Increases 
output 


and profits. It produces a better feel- 
ing on the part of the employes who 
areMnterested in safety work and the 
end is that the workman shall live to 
enjoy the fruits of his labor and that 
cripples anti helpless 
wrecks who 


were once strong men, shall no long- 
er be a by-product of carelessness.

Snow Causes Heavy Damage 


To Fruit Trees and Timber 


Special to The Courier. 


DTJNBAR, Dec. 1—The recent heavy 


rain and snow storm did a great deal 
of damage to orchards, timber and 
roads, to say nothing of the wash of 
fall-plowed'hillsides. In many orch- 
ards limbs have been broken from 
pea-ch, plum and apple trees, in some 
cases ine entire tree .belng^so dam- 
aged that it will have to bo removed. 
The damage Is especially heavy in the 
peacb orchards in the mountain sec- 
tions. 


There is also considerable damage 


done young timber in the forests, the 
weight of the snow breaking branches 
ajid in some cases the entire tree, 
especially where the great fall of wa- 
ter had softened the ground until the 
roots',had no power to hold. 
Where 


older trees 'damaged to the extent tbat 
they were not merchantable 
stood 


heavy limbs' were broken off, crushing 
second growth timber beneath them to 


j the ground. It will require a general 
cleanup of the growing woodlands to . 
insure profitable timber growth In 
hundreds of acres oC mountain timber 
land. 


Hundreds of dollars damage has 


-been done the roads by the surplus 
•water which followed wagon ruts like 
torrents tearing out great gutters and 
in some places washing across tie] 
roads, malting them almost impass- 
able.

There Is more water in the ground 


than at,any time within the past three 
'years, while in many places the en- 
tire E. face of the land is covered 
with running water where for years 
there had been no evidence of any 
stream. |
